Colonel  Pollock,  who  has  had  a  half 
century  experience  in  India,  amert*  that 
now  it  is  almoet  impomible  to  procure 
there  a  good  curry.  The  aorta  commer¬ 
cially  prepared  and  aold  all  over  tbe 
world  give  no  idea  of  the  genuine  arti- 
cle.l  To  procure  it  in  perfection  ia  now 
on  If  possible  in  Madras,  where  it  ia 
considered  worthier*  unleaa  it  be  abao- 
lutely  fresh— that  is,  made  from  newly 
plucked  cocoanuta.  Tbe  deterioration  of 
carry  is  in  proportion  to  the  lack  of  this 
caxeatiai  quality.  How  far  commercial 
preparations  of  tbe  powder  are  inferior 
may  be  easily  imagined,  aa  they  may 
remain  for  years  on  the  shelves  of  deal¬ 
ers  before  use.  Colonel  Pollock  speaks 
highly  of  tbe  merits  of  i^ist  Indian 
cooks.  In  the  training,  however,  they 
have  acquired  in  tbe  Europfian  cuisiue 
they  have  lost  the  art  of  concocting  their 
own  native  dishes.  He  makes  one  excep¬ 
tion,  and  that  relates  to  what  he  calls  a 
Bengal  steak,  made  of  old  cocks  or 
ducks,  which  he  declares  is  better  than 
the  juiciest  rump  steak  obtainable  in 
England. 

In  contrast  to  Colonel  Pollock’s  pic¬ 
ture  of  tbe  epicurean  delights  of  India 
we  have  one  of  a  correspondent  who  ia 
now  in  that  country  and  is  recording 
bis  impressions.  He  says  that  fur  food 
the  traveler  is  in  a  bud  way.  Vegeta¬ 
bles  are  sapless,  and  it  is  now  consider¬ 
ed  unsafe  to  eat  them  on  uecouiU  of  tlie 
presence  of  the  bubonic  plague.  Meat 
and  fruit  predispose  cholera.  Fish  ia 
forMdden  by  taste  and  prudrnct.  Milk 
and  butter  are  more  thau  suspicious, 
and  soda  aud  ordinary  water  are  tilled 
with  dangerous  genus.  Soda  Water  is 
niude  from  local  stagnant  pool*.  Tbe 
ouly  safe  thing  is  whisky. — New  York 
8uil
